EEPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  ENGINEER. 


The  Fire  Department  of  Exeter  is  in  good  condition. 
There  are  now  in  the  department  five  companies,  consisting 
of  the  Eagle  Steamer,  Fountain  and  Union  ;  also  Fire  Extin- 
guisher and  Hook  and  Ladder  companies,  composed  of  able 
and  efficient  men,  under  good  descipline.  The  labors  of  the 
firemen  during  the  last  year  have  been  light,  ©nly  two  fires 
occurring  during  the  time  ;  but  when  called  upon  are  prompt 
and  active  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  either  light  or  la- 
borious. Under  the  present  organization  there  are  attached 
to  the  several  companies  one  hundred  and  fort^'-nine  men. 
By  the  arrangement  of  hauling  apparatus  to  the  fires  by 
horses,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  one  hundred  and  forty 
men  is  a  sufficient  force  for  the  department.  As  the  Chief 
Engineer  or  the  Selectmen  are  not  authorized  by  law  to  pur- 
chase an}'  apparatus,  I  would  recommend  that  the  Select- 
men be  authorized  to  purchase  Hose  in  case  ©f  accident  or 
when  new  Hose  is  needed. 

The  board  of  Engineers  recommended  that  a  dam  be 
constructed  across  the  brook  in  the  Seminaiy  grounds  to 
make  a  pond  of  sufficient  capacity  to  furnish  water  to  sup- 
ply the  Steam  Fire  Engine.  There  are  in  town  eighteen 
reservoirs,  either  one  of  which  will  supply  the  steamer  only 
a  short  time  ;  so  that  in  case  a  large  fire  should  occur  almost 
the  only  source  to  procure  water  would  be  from  the  river. 
It  is  believed  that  at  a  small  expense  a  sufficient  supply  can 
be  obtained  at  this  point,  and  will  protect  a  large  amount  of 
property  on  the  west  side  of  the  town.

To  THE  Town  of  Exeteu  :  — 

In  accordance  witli  a  vote  of  the  town,  the  Trustees  of 
the  Robinson  Female  Seminary  herewith  snbmit  their  an- 
nual report,  making  such  suggestions  as  seems  to  them  will 
be  of  interest  to  our  inhabitants,  and  all  interested  in  the 
school. 

Notwithstanding  we  have  a  liberal  fund,  we  find  ourselves 
in  the  condition  of  all  similar  institutions,  that  it  has  to  be 
guarded  with  the  greatest  watchfulness  to  prevent  its  de- 
pletion, and  if  it  was  much  larger,  the  increased  income  could 
be  expended  with  great  satisfaction  and  advantage  for  the 
"welfare  of  our  children,  b}-  extending  the  course  of  studies 
now  pursued,  b}'  a  post-graduate  course,  or  otherwise,  and  in 
various  other  ways  that  people  possessing  difterent  views  of 
educational  interests  might  suggest.  But  our  institution  by 
no  means  rests  on  a  pivot,  but  is  progressive,  and  tliis  is 
manifest  each  successive  3'ear  in  the  graduating  classes,  the 
last  one  always  being  a  long  step  in  advance  of  the  former. 
This  general  advancement  in  the  course  of  studies  is  mainl}^ 
due  to  the  Principal,  by  adapting  himself  to  the  circum- 
stances with  which  he  is  surrounded,  and  using  his  best  en- 
ergies for  the  accomplishment  of  this  end.  The  discipline  of 
the  school  is  quiet  and  salutary.  We  believe  it  to  be  a  model 
one  in  this  respect,  as  it  is  always  in  order,  Avithout  an}' 
seeming  effort  to  accomplish  such  a  result. 

The  two  assistant  teachers  in  the  collegiate  department 
have  manifested  the  highest  ability  in  their  several  spheres, 
and  it  is  with  the  greatest  reluctance  that  we  are  so  soon  to 
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be  compelled  to  lose  the  labors  of  one  them,  but  it  affords  tis 
some  consolation  to  know  that  our  loss  will  be  another's- 
gain.  The  teachers  in  the  academic  department  have  pnr- 
sued  their  labors  with  faithfulness  and  success. 

During  the  year  some  of  the  actual  wants  of  the^  school, . 
outside  of  the  general  course  of  instruction,  have  been  eup- 
plied.  Among  other  things  a  portrait  of  the  Founder  has 
been  placed  in  the  hall  of  the  Seminary  at  an  expense  of  two 
hundred  dollars,  and  is  said  to  be  a  good  likeness  of  him  as 
he  appeared  at  the  age  of  fifty-one.  It  was  copied  from  a 
painting  which  Mr.  Eobinson  procured  to  be  painted  b^^  the 
celebrated  artist,  Sully.  We  deem  it  fortunate  that  so  good 
a  likeness  of  the  Founder  has  been  procured,  that  those  who 
are  educated  in  the  institution,  erected  through  his  munifi- 
cent gift  to  us,  might  ki:!Ow  som.ething  of  his  looks  and  ap- 
pearance in  life,  as  well  as  of  his  noble  acts  and  deeds. 

One  of  the  great  need^  in  all  similar  institutionsis  a  good  and 
sufHcient  library,  and  to  this  end  three  hundred  dollars  have 
been  expended  during  the  year,  mainly  for  books  of  reference 
for  the  use  of  scholars,  which  have  been  freely  used  with, 
beneficial  results.  We  trust  that  this  tree  which  has  been 
planted  will  continue  to  increase  yearly,  not  only  by  contri- 
butions from  funds  of  the  Seminary,  but  also  through  the 
liberalitj'  of  our  citizens,  some  of  Avhom  have  already  made 
donations  of  books  and  other  articles  that  are  valuable  to  the 
institution.  We  would  specially  mention  the  gift,  by  a  lady 
of  photographs  of  the  paintings  of  the  great  masters.  A 
room  has  recentl}-  been  fitted  up  for  a  chemical  labaratory, 
and  partially  furnished  with  chemicals  and  apparatus,  which. 
can  be  added  to  from  time  to  time,  as  occasion  may  require. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  debt  has- 
been  reduced  about  $2800,  during  the  year,  and  that  the 
present  indebtedness  is  only  about  $3000. 

There  have  been  in  attendance  at  the  Seminary  during 
the  3'ear  189  pupils,  of  whom  55  were  in  the  preparatory  de- 
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rpartmcnt,  98  in  the  academic,  and  ZG  in  the  collegiate  de- 
partment. Of  this  number  31  reside  out  of  town.  The 
tlass  admitted  by  the  school  committee  at  the  opening  of 
the  present  year  contained  35,  and  the  youngest  grade  con- 
stains  12,  their  average  age  being  10  years,  11  months.
